STORES TAKEN. 
Greek Warships Capture a Rich 
Prize on Salonica Bay. 
ATHENS, April 28—9 a.m.—[By At- 
lantic Cable.}] After the bombardment 
of Katrina on the Gulf of Salonica by 
the Greek squadron which put to flight 
two battalions of Turks and the inhab- 
itants of that place, the- Greek fleet 
landed a detachment and found the 
Turks had left behind immense stores 
of provisions destined for the armies of 
Edhem Pasha. These valuable stores 
had been left unprotetted in the belief 
by the Turks that the blockade of 
Greece by the fleets of the powers 
would prevent the Greek fleet from at- 
tacking Turkish towns in the Gulf of 
Salonica. which is near the railroad to 
Salonia and which has been used as a 
point to land’ stores for the Turkish 

army and forward them to the front, 

The capture of these towns, not to 
mention the loss of the stores, places a 
serious difficulty in the path of Edhem 
Pasha, and it is stated here that as 
soon as the Turkish commander-in-chief 
heard the news of the capture of Plat- 
amona and Katrina he dispatched 10,-. 
000 men toward the coast of Macedonia, 
fearing a flank attack from the Gulf of 
Salonica. The Greek fleet, in returning 
from the capture of Katrina, bombarded 
the port of Litchoro.

QUIET BUT DISMAYED. 
LONDON, April 23.—The Athens cor- 
respondent of the Daily Chronicle 
Says that the Crown Prince Constan- 
tine wired to King George as follows: 
“The Turks are quiet today, owing to 
our success yesterday (Thursday.) We 
have destroyed the Turkish battery at 
Ligeria. The Turks have retired from 
Nezeros and Rapsani. The action of 
our fleet at Katerina was excellent. I 
was in the first line of fire yesterday.’ 

The correspondent of the Chronicle 
says: “The Turks are greatly dis- 
mayed by the destruction of their 
Stores at Katerina and at Litochaion. 
Commodore Sachtouris destroyed the 
stores from the coast to the foot of Mt. 
Olympus. Nothing remains, therefore, 
for Edhem Pasha to carry away but 
hunger. The coast roads being barred, 
the only remaining road from Salonica 
is the Ferri road, eight days from 
Elassona. The reports of the injury to 
the railway line by the blowing-up of 
bridges and a tunnel are confirmed. 

“Financially, everything is going 
well, and the value of paper money has 
risen. It 4s reported here (Athens) 
that the Turkish troops will be with- 
drawn from Crete. Private advices 
from Volo say that all the villages be- 
tween Katerina and Veria have risen. 

“Among the wounded who have ar- 
rived here are several who state that 
a number,of Greeks, wounded at Grit- 
zovaldi and unable to follow the Greek 
retreat, were shut up in a small church 
by the Turks who set fire to.the build- 
ing and burned them to death.

Description of the Turkish Assault 
by G. W. Stevens, 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

NEW YORK, April 23.—The Journal | 
, and Advertiser this morning prints as. 
specials from London the following dis- | 
patches from G. W. Stevens to the) 
London Mail ceserthing the fighting at | 
Milouna Pass: 

“The Turks have now succeeded in 
forcing back the Greeks from their 
position on the heights above Tyrnavo 
and are now preparing for the fina! 
advance on Larissa About 4 o'clock 
the inhabitants of Tyrnavo could be 
seen leaving the town and retreating 
in wild confusion along the Larissa 
road. The Greek troops fell back in 
good order and occupied, with four 
batteries of artillery, the low hill be- 
tween Tyrnavo and Larissa. There 
they prepared to offer further resist- 
ance. 

“While they were deploying their 
guns and taking the range, several bat- 
talions of Turkish infantry, with five 
batteries of artillery, moved slowly 


ward the plain. Their object was to 
support the forces of cavalry engaged 
in making a reconnoisance. Hitherto 
the ground had been too uneven to 
employ cavalry, but now that we are 
gaining the famous plains of Thessaly, . 
the Turkish mounted men will be kept 
hard at work. They are well-mounted, 
keen and eager to bear their full share 
of the defense of the country. In- | 
deed, the spvirit of our troops is above 
all reproach. 

“Presently our artillery halted, un- 
limbered on the Greeks, and a vigorous 
artillery duel commenced. The spec- 
tacle was a magnificent one from the 
heights, which seemed to have been ex- 
pressly designed to serve as an am- 
phitheater. We looked down on the 
battle raging at our feet, and were close 
to Marshal Edhem Pasha and his staff, 
while in all directions the hills weré 
crowded with Turkish soldiers, gazing 
wistfully at the fight. The marshal and 
his officers were of the opinion that 
Larissa had been virtually taken, now 
that Milouna Pass was in the hands of 
their men. Edhem Pasha’s plans have 
hitherto been crowned with complete 
success, 

“Below us were serpentine lines of 
bayonets glinting in the sunlight and 
standing out from the deep green of the | 
plains, and the dull brown of the bare, ! 
rocky hillsides. They moved with even 
cadence toward Tyrnavo, From the 
month of the guns in action below came 
jets of fire oy als of white smoke

there shells weve bursting. Few reached 
our men, however, as the distance was 
too great, and we suffered but little, 
though I saw a few men knocked over 
by bursting. shrapnel, and there were 
several narrow escapes.

The break at 
Delta has inundated 75,000 acres of the 
finest plantations in Northérn Louis- 
iana, and the water continues to pour 
through the opening and is rapidly 
spreading over a greater area.

While the water is slowly 
receding in the overflowed district of, 
the Yazoo Delta, yet it is almost cer- 
tain that the planting of this year’s 
crop will be thirty days late. The 
negro laborers are in a fearful state of 
destitution throughout the Delta, al-, 
though the government relief work is 
being carried on energetically.

Gen. Gomez sent word that they could 
not enter his camp; his sole exchange 
for peace was liberty and independence. 

The World courier saw Gen. Weyler 
on the deck of a steamer at Tunas last 
Monday night, ordering the .Guardia 
Civil to clear the pier of the crowd’ 
waiting to take the road. The soldiers

MORE ABOUT KELLY’S SLIDE. 

HAVANA, April 23.—Michael J. 
Kelly, a Rhiladelphian, who left Ha- 
vana a fortnight ago for the insur- 
gent camp and was strung up on the 
charge of being a@ spy, but finally man- 
aged to escape, was interviewed on 
his arrival here today. He confirmed 
the adventure, but was reticent when 
questioned as to his reason ‘tor going 
to.the insurgent camp.-. He denies, 
however, that he had any understand- 
ing or contract with the Cuban junta 
in New York. 

He says that he went out from Ha- 
vana alone and joined the insurgent 
force as an electrician. After a few 
days he was sent with a sergeant and 
twelve men on an alleged mission to 
meet Sylvester Scovel, who, the in- 
surgents said had just landed. After 
the party had’ gone a few leagues 
from the camp, the sergeant halted his 
men near an old well, accused Kelly, 
so he says, of being a spy, stripped 
him absolutely naked, shot him, and } 
believing that he was dead, put a 
rope around his neck and hung him 
over the open well. The rope broke 
and he fell forty feet. The water was 
up to his armpits. They then rode 
away and at night he escaped from 
the well and walked several miles to 
a Spanish outpost, where he presented 
himself entirely naked, with a view’ of 
surrendering under the amnesty de- 

ree. 

78 When the commandant called out to 
the guard to receive him, Kelly was 
frightened. He ran and was fired at. 
The Spaniards started in pursuit, and 
he was finally caught and taken into 
camp. 

The commandant on learning why 
he ran off, and after hearing his story, 
treated him, Kelly says, with all consid- 
eration, gave him food and clothing, 
furnished him with a bed and kept 
him comfortably until the order for his 
release arrived. 

Mr. Kelly’s head Was grazed in sev- 
eral places by bullets, his head and 
eyes are burned with powder, and his 
hair, formerly an auburn, is now al- 
most white. He intends to return to 
the United States next week. ' 


THE PHILIPPINE REBELLION. 


Two Important Engagements in 
Which Spaniards Were Defented.

TACOMA, April 23.—News just re- 
ceived from Hongkong by steamer 
contradicts the stories from Madrid 
that the Philippine rebellion is practi- 
eallys stamped out.

ONE-WAY RATE. 
Southern Pacific Objects to Favor- 
ing Christian Endeavorers.

CHICAGO, April 23.—Western roads 
held a meeting this afternoon to con- 
sider Christian Endeavor rates. They 
did not come to any decision, but re- 
ferred the whole matter to the Execu- 
tive Committee.

HANGED UNTIL DEAD WITHOUT 
MAKING A STRUGGLE. 


The Murderer of William Deady is 
Executed at San Quentin and 
Takes it Smilingly. 


MOST SUCCESSFUL FUNCTION. 


HIS ONLY REQUEST WAS MADE TO 
THE NEWSPAPERS. 


-Phomius Pacheco Hunting for Treas- 
ure—New Blood in the Fair Case. 
Lodi Overrun with the Un- 
employed—Drunken Bear.

‘SAN QUENTIN PRISON, April 23.— 
Frank Cooney Kloss was hanged 
promptly at 10:30 o’clock this morn- 


' + jmg for the murder of William Deady 


over two years ago. Neither the 
brother nor the mother of Kloss has 
been at the prison sinee yesterday, and 
the execution was witnessed only by 
the prison officials, physicians and 
newspaper men. | As Kloss had boasted 
he died game for the brutal and cow- 
ardly murder of his victim. He was 
cool to the last. Death — almost 
instantaneous. 

At 10:20 o’clock Warden Hale went 

to the cell of the condemned man to 
read the dedth warrant. The prisoner 
was’talking to Father Lagan, his spir- 
itual advisor at the time, and with a 
cigarette in his mouth. gHe told War- 
den Hale not to read the warrant. The 
warden asked him if he waived the 
reading. “Yes,” he replied. The guards 
at once strapped his hands to his sides 
and put a leather belt about his ankles. 
Fathers Lagan and Egan stood one 
on each side of him, the guards 
grouped themselves about, and _ the 
march to the gallows was begun. The 
priests ehanted the prayers for the 
dyin 
10: 30 o’clock Kloss was 
placed upon the trap. Father Lagan 
stepped forward and requested the at- 
tention of the spectators. He said that 
Kloss had asked him to deny the as- 
sertion which appeared lately in some 
of the newspapers regarding the brutal 
treatment of his mother by the mur- 
derer. Father Lagan asked the news- 
papers to do justice to a man who de- 
nied with his dying breath the story 
of his unfilial conduct. 

When the clergymen concluded, ‘the 
rope was put upon Kloss’s neck, and 
the black cap was drawn over his head. 
Through it all the man was perfect 
‘master of himself. Just before the cap 
was pulled over his eyes he recognized 

hief Jailer Sattler of the County 
Jail. He smiled and nodded as thougn 
he were passing his friend on the 
street. His eye then lighted upon an- 
other acquaintance to whom he bowed. 

Then the black cloth shut the world 
from his gaze forever. 

When everything was adjusted, War- 
den Hale raised his hand; the three 
men hidden in the box cut the ropes; 
the trap fell, and the body of Frank 
Kloss shot into the air. There was 
not a, quiver of pain or the slightest 
struggle. The rope swayed for a mo- 
ment, and then the body hung like the. 
pendulum of a clock that had stopped. 
Dr. Lawler, the prison surgeon, and 
his assistants for the occasion, Drs. 
Wickman and Jones of San Rafael and 
Cook and Douglass of San Francisco 
felt the pulse: and listened for the 
respiration. All action in the body 
ceased at the end of twelve minutes. A 
second after the trap opened Kloss 
was insensible and practically dead. 
The physicians, all of whom have at- 
tended the previous executions at the 
prison, are unanimous in saying that 
this was the most successful hanging 
of the series. There have been in all 
fourteen executions at San Quentin.

TIRED OF WALKING, 


Mayor Phelan’s Unemployed Take 
Possession of the Town of Lodi. 
STOCKTON, April 23.—The two hun- 

dred and seventy men who were sent 
to this city by Mayor Phelar of San 
Francisco, en route for the East, have 
reached Lodi. They got tired of walk- 
ing, and have refused to proceed fur- 
ther. Last night they tried to- take 
possession of a freight train for Sacra- 
mento, but were frustrated by the 
railroad people, who had ‘tthe train 
steam by without stopping. 

This morning they were more suc- 
cessful, and climbed upon the freight, 
which was to have pullled out at 9:30 
o’clock. Some got on top of the cars, 
and others hung onto the sides. The 
train men, acting under the instruc- 
tions of the agent, refused to take 
the train out. The unemployed refused 
to get off the cars. The local authori- 
ties were invoked. but there were 
only one or two constables, and they 
could do nothing with the men. 

The train is still here, and the men 
also firm in their determination. They 
Say they will stay there all summer. 
They have men begging in the town 
and practically own the village. 

THEY ARE SITTING. 

LODI, April 23.—The army of unem- 
ployed marched into town this morning 
and captured a freight train for Sacra- 
mento. The trainmen held the train 
on a sidetrack and refused to siart. 
The followers of Leffingwell have been 
sitting on cars since noon with noth- 
ing, to eat. The say they will stay 
till the train hauls them to Sacra- 
mento, or they are arrested, they don’t 
care which. Business men are now 
(6:30 p.m.,) taking. up a subscription 
and donating food for the hungry com- 
pany. They are quiet and orderly and 
officers anticipate no trouble. 

LATER:—The citizens fed the unwel- 
come visitors at 7 o’clock with bread, 
eggs, crackers and corned meat. The 
men then prepared to sleep on top of 
the cars till the train moved, and had 
sentinels posted. The train men, how- 
ever, pulled ahe train back to Stock- 
ton just after 9 o’clock, with all on 
board. This ends the excitement here. 
The.town was excited on account of 
fear. of an outbreak while the men 
Fwere here. Leffingwell, the commander 
of the company, said that the men did 
not care what became of them, and 
that they would stay until the train 
moved, or their arrest took place. 

HAULED BACK TO STOCKTON. 

STOCKTON, April 23.—Shortly after 
9 o’clock the report reached town that 
the railroad company had changed 
front and was bringing the train back 
to Stockton a rapid rate. There 
were but few beside the officers there 
when it reached the yards shortly be- 
fore 10 o’clock. The men were on the 
train and showed no disposition. to 
move. Their leader, Leffingwell, was 
on a front car and passed the word 
along for all the men to stay on the 
cars. The crowd was quite jovial and 
said they would keep the cartops warm 
til they were carried to Sacramento 
or arrested. 

At a late hour they were sleeping in 
their blankets on the -cartops and 
along the sides of the track and at- 
tempted no trouble. It is expected that 
Sheriff Cunningham will take some de- 
cisive action at daylight, and whether 
the movement is accomplished quietly 
or not depends on the way the men 
obey orders. 

ON CUNNINGHAM’S HANDS. 

SACRAMENTO, April 23.—Today the 
Southern Pacific Company telegraphed 
to Sheriff Cunningham of San Joaquin 
county for protection for its trains 
against ‘the Leffingwell army, who had 
captured and held one of its trains at 
Lodi.

I am assured that 
Izzet Bey: has been received again 
into the favor of the Sultan.” 

The Daily Telegraph’s correspondent 
at Larissa says that on Thursday 
the Greeks attempted to retake Grit- 
zovali. A long fight ensued, but the 
Greeks failed, owing to the superior 
force of the Turks and their stronger 
position. The Greeks, however, occupy 
a good position in front of Ligara, 
where, the correspondent is convinced, 
they will be victorious. He adds: “I 
regret to say that the Turks have 
burned, after plundering, the villages 
of Ligaria, Karayou and Meralaria, 
destroying the churches with dyna- 
mite.” 

. PLAYING FOR SMALL STAKES. 

LONDON, April 23.—A dispatch to 
the Times from Milouna Pass, dated 
today, says Edhem Pasha continues to 
pursue a cautious policy. His plan 
seems to be to capture in succession 
a number of small positions held by 
the Greeks, but to ayoid a general en- 
gagement. The Turks are making a 
good military road through the pass. 
The cannonade continues the 
Turks, who are advancing on the left 
wing, but in the direction of Tyrnavo, 
matters are quiet, the Turks having 
taken and occupied the town. 

RECRUITS FROM AMERICA. . 

NEW YORK, .April 23.—Five hundred 
and sixty-two Greek recruits will sail 
tcmorrow on the French line steam- 
ship La Champagne for Havre. From 
there they will be transported to Mar- 
seilles, and thence to the scene of con- 
flict. The recruits come from different 
cities. 

PATRIOTS FROM CHICAGO. 

CHICAGO, April 23.—Two hundred 
Greeks said good-by to Chicago last 
evening and, amid scenes of the wild- 
est enthusiasm, started for the seat of 
war in their native country. Before an- 
other week has passed, it is possible 
Chicago will not have a_e score of 
Greeks within her limits. Already ar- 
rangements are under way for the de- 
parture of another party of 200 Gre- 
cian patriots who will leave soon. 

GEN. MILES’S APPLICATION. 

WASHINGTON, April 23.—Secretary 
Alger stated today that no decision 
had been made respecting the sending 
of Gen. Miles, commanding general of 
the army, to the scene of the Turko- 
Grecian conflict. The question is un- 
der advisement. 

GOT HIM AS GOING. 

. CHICAGO, April 23.—A special to the 
Times-Herald from Washington, D.C., 
says that Maj.-Gen. Nelson A. Miles, 
cominander of the army, has been au- 
thorized by. the President to go to 
Europe to witness the war between 
Greece and Turkey. He expects to sail 
for Genoa in about two weeks. He will 
be accompanied by one of the members 
of his staff, probably M. P. Maus of the 
First Infantry. 

Gen. Miles himself suggested this trip 
to the President, and though United 
States military attachés at Vienna had 
already been directed to go to the war, 
the President readily assented to have 
Gen. Miles go also. He will be ac- 
credited representative of the United 
States, and will probably receive all the 
military honors due his rank. He will 
visit both the Greek and Turkish arm- 
ies in the field, and at the close of the 
war will probably make a trip through 
Europe, inspecting the military estab- 
lishments of the various countries. 

It is not known who wll succeed the 
general in com d of the army during 
his absence. One of the officers at the 
War Department headquarters may be 
detailed to that duty, or it may fall to 
Maj.-Gen, Wesley Merritt now com- 
manding the Department of the East 
at New York. Gen. Miles after confirm- 
ing the report that he was to go to 
Europe said: ; 

“T have not yet completed the details 
of my plans of travel. Unless some- 
thing now unforseen should happen to 
prevent. I expect to leave New York 
for the East in about two weeks. My 
route is not yet definitely decided upon, 
but I shall probably go direct to Genoa 
and then proceed as rapidly as possible 
to the scene of the conflict. I shall 
take wth me one aide, probably Capt. 
Maus of the First Infantry. 

“T shall make a personal visit to. 
both armies, but shall spend a consid- 
erable time with each going from one 
to the other as circumstances and op- 
portunity shall dictate. I shall also 
make observations of- several of the 
European armies before my return. I 
cannot tell how long I shall be absent. 
My stay will depend largely upon the 
-course of events in the Graeco-Turkish 
controversy, and the effect it will have 
upon European politics and military 
operations. I suppose I shall be gone 
several months. I go as the accredited 
representative of the United States, in 
which capacity Il am only the latest of 
a number of such envoys.’ 

The representatives of the United 
States now at the scene of the present 
conflict are Capt.”"Joseph H. Dorot of 
the Fourth Cavalry, the military at- 
taché of the legation at Vienna, and 
Capt. George P. Schriven of the Signal 
Corps, military attaché of the embassy 
at Rome.

BULGARIA’S DEMANDS, 


What the Diplomats and Catholic 
Priests Say of Them,

WASHINGTON, April 23.—In diplo- 
matic circles, and especially at the 
Catholic University, | the demands of 
Bulgaria for the appointment of bish- 
ops to the vacant sees is taken to mean 
that this semi-autonomous principality 
is seizing the present moment to still 
further increase the independence of the 
Sultan. 

The Sultan still exercises supervision 
over all episcopal appointments. Bul- 
garia is largely orthodox Greek, but 
there are many Greek Catholics. Three 
of the vacancies come under the Pope’s 
jurisdiction. The Holy See some time 
ago presented a list of names to the 
Porte from which to choose the bishops. 

This has not been attended to.

Health Officer Powers has received 
an urgent letter from the Committee 
on Invitations of the Pure Food Con- 
gress, which is to be held in San 
Francisco on April 30, requesting him, 
in company with the Board of Health 
of this city, to be in attendance dur- 
ing the session of the congress. The 
communication recites the origin and 
purpose of calling the. ‘congress to- 
gether. The question of pure food in 
California has enlisted the attention 
and energies of the Manufacturers’ 
and Producers’ Association of San 
Francisco for more than a year. This 
organization finds in prosecuting 
the work against the adulteration of 
foods and dealers in adulterated foods 
in San Francisco that in order to make 
the move effective it must be State 
wide. Therefore the Manufacturers’ 
and Producers’ Association, in conjunc- 
tion with a strong committee from the 
Council of Associated Industries, has 
resolved upon the proposed Pure Food 
State Congress and desire that all por- 
tions of the State shall be strongly and 
ably represnted.

‘TAKEN TO FOLSOM. 


‘KID’ THOMPSON SENTENCED TO 


LIFE IMPRISONMENT. 


_ 


His Attorney Made an Effort to Gain 
an New Trial by Alleging That 
Juror Hellman Was Asleep in 
the Jury-box. 


William H. Thompson, the twice-con- 
victed train-wrecker, has been sen- 
tenced to life imprisonment in ‘the State 
prison at Folsom, and taken to: the 
penitentiary to begin serving his time. 

Yesterday morning the “Kid” 
brought before Judge‘B. N. Smith, in 
Department One of the Superior Court, 
to receive his sentence in accordance 
with the verdict of the jury who found 
him guilty. He was to receive a sen- 
tence of life imprisonment at the hands 
of the same judge who once passed a 
sentence of death upon him. His attor- 
ney, Bernard F. Mills, Esq.. made a 
last effort to secure the ‘“‘Kid” a new 
trial. 

An affidavit of John H. Cummins, a 
man who has taken considerable inter- 
est in Thompson, and who was in con- 
stant attendance at the trial, was pre- 
sented. Cummins’s affidavit stated 
that he had seen James W. Hellman 
of the Furrey Hardware Company, who 
was a member of the jury, sleep in the 
jury-box on April 13, the first day of 
the trial., 

The District Attorney was prepared 
to meet this allegation, and presented 
the affidavits of Hellman himself and 
Birney Hand, another of the jurors, 
who sat next to Hellman in the box. 
These affidavits denied that Hellman 
was asleep or in any way inattentive to 
the progress of the trial during any 
oa of it. After these affidavits had 

een read and filed, Judge Smith over- 
ruled Mills’s motion for a _ new trial, 
which was made on ‘the ground that 
Hellman was inattentive to the exami- 
nation of witnesses. 

Judge Smith then ordered the “Kid” 
to stand up, and asked if there was any 
reason why sentence should not be 
passed upon him. Thompson said the 
only thing he cared to say was that he 
was innocent of the commission of the 
crime with which he was charged, and 
was not at Roscoe on the night of the 
train-robbery. Without any comment, 
Judge Smith sentenced the ‘Kid’ to 
imprisonment in the State prison at 
Folsom for the term of his natural life. 

Thompson was taken to the Sheriff's 
office, and fifteen minutes after he was 
sentenced, was taken to-the depot by 
Deputy Sheriffs Will White and Al 
Graham, and placed on board the 
Southern Pacific train en route for Fol- 
som. Thompson said his preference 
would have been San Quentin had he 
been consulted on the subject. 

Hellman, the juror who was charged 
by the defense with having slept on 
duty, was one of the seven jurors who 
stood out for a life sentence on the first 
ballot taken in the jury-room. Four of 
the jury voted to hang the ‘Kid.’ and 
one for his acquittal. Hellman said yes- 
terday that there was no doubt in his 
mind that the testimony on which 
Thompson was convicted that 
given by Sheriff John Burr he being the 
only material witness for the prosecu- 
tion who had absolutely no object, pe- 
cuniary or otherwise, in the ‘Kid's’ 
conviction. 


SEVERED BONDS... 


A Heavy Grist of Divorce Business 
in the Courts Yesterday. 


Judge York hada majority of the di- 

vorce business yesterday. The first 
case brought before him was that of 
Mrs. Henrietta Kloth against Charles 
Kloth, a suit asking that a decree be 
granted on the ground of extreme cru- 
elty. Mrs. Kloth said that she had not 
been married but a few minutes when 
her husband commenced to abuse her. 
She stood his treatment for some little 
time and then brought suit for divorce. 
Kloth allowed the case to go by default, 
and Mrs. Kloth was granted a decree 
and alimony. This was about a year 
and a half ago. By the continued ef- 
forts of Kloth’s attorney Mrs. Kloth 
was persuaded to return to her hus- 
band. She had been with him but three 
days when the abuse began again. Mrs. 
Kloth left him inside of two weeks, but 
in that time Kloth had procured an 
annulment of the divorce proceedings.

NOT AN OPEN QUESTION. 

Dispatches from the. national capi- 
tal frequently make reference to the 
“Southern California harbor question,” 
and the probability of its “settlement” 
in the near future. As a matter of 
fact, there is no Southern California 
harbor question, in the sense in which 
that term has been understood in this 
section for the past seven or eight 
years. The harbor question proper 
has beenssettled, and settled for all 
time, by the decision of Congress and 
the Board of Harbor Commissioners 
in favor of the construction of a deep- 
water harbor at San Pedro. That de- 
cision was and is final, so far as the 
location of the harbor is concerned. 
Before the Board of Harbor Commis- 
sioners made its report there was a 
harbor question, but, it.was settled by 
the decision of the board. 

The only question that remains to 
be settled in connection with the 
Southern California harbor has refer- 
ence to the time at which the work of 
construction at San Pedro shall begin. 
This question, though of the highest 
importance to Southern California, is 
not vital. The harbor will be built, 
sooner or later, and it will be built at 
San Pedro. This much is settled be- 
yond the remotest probability of re- 
consideration or reversal. Therefore, 
although the patience of our people: 
has been sorely taxed in the past by 
the needless and well-nigh inexcusable 
temporizing with this question, we can 
afford to be patient yet a little longer. 
“The mills of the gods grind slow, 
but they grind exceeeding small.” And 
they will at last grind into impalpable 
dust the last vestige of opposition to- 
the construction of a free harbor at 
the site thrice selected by the govern- 
ment of the United States for that pur- 
pose. 

The impatience of some of our peo- 
ple in regard to this improvement is 
but natural. We have waited many 
years, and have been subjected to 
great annoyance and expense to defend 
our rights and secure justice. Now 
that the victory ‘has been won, it is 
but natural that the victors should 
wish to enter as soon as possible upon 
the enjoyment of the fruits of that 
victory. But the expenditure of $3,- 
000,000 in a single project is no trifling 
matter. The Secretary of War, under 
whose direction this sum is to be ex- 
pended, is new-to his position. He ise 
unfamiliar with the merits of the recent 


controversy. Very naturally and prop- 


erly, he wishes to make no mistake 
in a matter of such great importance. 
He must therefore be given ample time 
to familiarize himself with the situa- 
tion in all its details. Assuming that 
Secretary Alger is desirous of doing 
what is just and right in this matter— 


and there is at present no warrant for +} 


assuming otherwise—the friends of 
San Pedro have no reason to fear the | 
final outcome. When the Secretary 
of War has fully investigated the har- 
bor question, he can come to but one 
conclusion. His duty will be so clear 
that he cannot fail to perceive it. And 
the prompt performance of that duty 
will give to the friends of San Pedro 
all that they have been contending 
for. 

Thorough consideration of the sub- 
ject in all its bearings cannot fail to 
convince Secretary Alger that the 
functions of the War Department in 
this matter are purely and solely min- 
isterial. The question as to whether 
the appropriation is or is not sufficient 
to complete the work is not relevant 
so far as the duty of the War Depart- 
ment is concerned. The question as to 
whether the appropriation should be 
expended on the inner or the outer 
harbor is likewise outside tHe province 
of the War Department entirely. 
These questions are not in issue any 
longer. They have been determined 
finally and conclusively by a commis- 
sion appointed by Congress for that 
express purpose, It is too late to re- 
open these questions. The verdict has 


been rendered, and the functions of: 


the jury have ceased. 

The offices of the War Department 
are purely executive, 
legislative nor judicial. To execute 
the laws enacted by Congress is the 
first duty of the executive department 
of the government. If those laws are 
defective or unconstitutional, the judi- 
cial department, when properly ap- 
pealed to, will declare them invalid, 
But it does not lie within the executive 
department of the government to nul- 
lify any laws of Congress. Those laws, 
until declared invalid by the proper 
judicial tribunal, are the laws of the 
land, and must be executed in zood 
faith by the exécutive department. 
The San Pedro Harbor appropriation is 
a law of Congress, and its provisions 
must be obeyed. There is no warrant 
nor excuse for reopening the question. 

All this is s0 apparent that Secre-

tary Alger must recognize and abide | 
by it when he has fully investigated 
the subject in all its bearings. His 
failure to act, thus far, is plainly at- 
tributahle to his unfamiliarity with 
Full investigation can 
bring him to but one conclusion, and 
that is' that the preliminary steps to 
the construction of the San Pedro Har- 
bot should be taken without needless 
delay.

ITALIAN 


SLAVES IN THE UNITED 
| STATES. 

Tuer Timms has frequently urged the 
importance of restricting the stream 
of foreign immigration which .now 
pours into this country., It is not orly 
that the labor market of the United 
States is at present congested, so that 
thousands upon thousands of good 
American citizens are unable to sup- 


port themselves and their families. If 


this were all, it would be bad enough. 
But this is not all. A considerable 
proportion of the new immigrants who 
arrive on’ our shores in such large 
numbers are ignorant, vicious and de- 
graded.’ They do not possess if any 
degree the properties which go to 
make a good citizen of a free country. 
Crowding into the large cities, as they 
usually do, the difficult problem of 
municipal government is largely in- 
creased by this swelling of the pur- 
chasable vote. Thus, these undesirable 
immigrants not only take the bread 
out of the mouths of Americans who 
need it, but also undermine the founda- 
tions of free government. 

Another evil incidental to the unre- 
stricted immigration of ignorant and 
poverty-stricken Europeans is brought 
out in a striking-manner by the De- 
partment of Labor in an official bul- 
letin, wherein its exerts, after an ex- 
haustive investigation, assert that tens 
of thousands of people in the United 
States are even now held in abject 
servitude under the infamous padrone 
system. Indeed, a majority of Italian 
residents in America today are said 
to be thus oppressed, notwithstanding 
the general belief that the system re- 
ferred to was wiped out long ago, 
While the wholesale buying of chil- 
dren for importation into this country, 
where they were tortured and cor- 
rupted, has been stopped, it is said 
that a majority of the Italians in the 
eastern part of the United States are 
still entirely at the mercy of these 
bosses, or padroni, who rob and abuse 
them in every possible manner. 

The padrone system was first devel- 
oped in the United States soon after 
the close of the war, when there was 
a great demand for labor, and under 
the encouragement of special legisla- 
tion Italians were collected and im- 
ported on prepaid tickets. Men, 
women and children were.induced to 
cross the Atlantic under contract by 
means of glittering promises. ‘he 
padrone boarded these people, received 
their wages and gave them a mere 
pittance in return for hard work, $40 
for a year’s service being considered a 
fair rate. The women were frequently 
placed in houses of prostitution, and 


'the children were sent on the streets 


to sell and beg for the benefit of the 
padrone. 

The contract-labor law destroyed the 
business of buying up laborers in Italy 
for shipment to the United States, but 
the padrone system still flourishes here 
in a different shape. A majority of 
these immigrants are simple people 
who understand no English, ani are 
therefore easy prey on their arrival to 
the padrone and his agents. During 
the first four months of 1896 over 
twenty-seven thousand Italian immi- 
grants arrived at New York, which is 
the padrone center of the country. The 
starving Italian brings with him the 
address of some so-called ‘banker,’ 
who ‘goes on his bond to insure his 
admission, and agrees to provide him 
with food and work, which labor de- 
volves upon the padrone, who supplies 
contractors with cheap labor. Should 
the new arrival undertake to seek €m- 
ployment on his own account, he 
would: be as likely as not to lind his 
career cut short by the implanting of 
a stiletto in his back. The padrone 


‘charges a big commission and over- 
board, | 


charges for transportation, 
clothing and other necessaries, the 
rates charged for such things being an. 
out-and-out swindle. Bread. worth 4 
cents a loaf is sold for 10 cents; mac- 
caroni worth 3 cents a pound fetches 
10 cents, lard worth 6 cents a pound 
brings 20 cents, vegetables worth one- 
third of a cent a pound are sold for 10 
cents, meat worth 5 cents a pound 
brings 15 cents, and codfish, olive oil 
and tobacco are disposed of at an ad- 
vance of 100 per cent. over market 
rates. For a 5-cent postage stamp 10 
cents is demanded, while charges are 
made for insurance which is never 
taken out, and in some camps regular 
taxes are levied under the head of 
“contributions to the Holy Virgin.” 
Sometimes men are paid in Scrip, 
which is accepted by tradesmen only 
at a big discount. The laborers sub- 
mit, because they must either work 
for these bosses or starve. The man 
knows that a boss would be glad to 
discharge him. for then he would make 
a new commission on the next man. 

In addition to this outrageous swin- 
dling, the men are frequently treated 
with great cruelty, being cuffed and 


Finally, it is not an unusual thing for 
a padrone to abscond with the men’s 
wages at the end of several months’ 
hard work. There are said to be about 
two thousand Italian bosses of a]] 
grades in New York and the adjoining 
cities, who make a business of furnish- 
ing unskilled labor to metropolitan 
contractors.

called “banks,” of which there are 
about one ‘hundred and fifty in New 
York City alone, none of which, so far 
as known, are organized under the 
banking laws of the State. Whenever 
an Italian cannot find anything else 
to do, he starts a bank, no capital be- 
ing required. They are generally run 
in connection with lodging-houses, 
restaurants, grocery stores, maccaroni 
factories, beer saloons and cigar shops. 
The Italian “banker,’ besides taking 
care, in his own fashion, of the sav- 
ings of his customers, and remitting 
their money to Italy, writes and re- 
ceives their. letters, becomes their legal 
adviser, and sometimes acts as a mar- 
riage broker. The laborer does not 
get a regular receipt for his money, 
or a bank book, but merely a slip of 
paper, on which the sum deposited is 
written. As the laborer is seldom able 
to read, it is obvious that mistakes 
may frequently happen in regard to 
the amount deposited, and they are 
never in favor of the depositor. If 
‘Money sent to Italy fails to reach its 
destination, the banker blames the 
postoffice or says that the ship foun- 
dered. The ‘Italian money-sharp 
pockets an exchange rate of about 14 
per cent., while he sends the money 
by postoffice order to Europe. He pays 
no interest, and frequently starts in 
business simply for the purpose of 
waiting until he gets a large suni of 
money on hand, and then running 
away with it. During eight months, 
according toa correspondent in the 
Providence Journal, no less than four- 
teen Italian “bankers” have run away 
from New York. two of which took 
with them over $50,000 in working- 
men’s wages, and no effort was made 
to find them. Thus, the so-called 
banker works into the hands of the 
padrone, and the padrone reciprocates 
by turning the Italian workingman 
over to -him, when the padrone, has 
squeezed everything out of the ignor- 
ant laborer that he can get, the result 
being that hese Italian laboring men 
are, to all intents and purposes, as 
completely enslaved as are the peons 
of Mexico. 

Certainly, itis high time that some 
restriétion should be placed upon the 
further immigration of such a class of 
people as these Italians, to whom 
might be added most of the Hunga- 
rians, together with many other ig- 
norant and often degraded people from 
Southern and Central Europe, who are 


socially and politically.

A FAMOUS BAT CATCHER. 


Makes a Living in Paris by Hunting 
Queer Animals, 


One of the queerest characters in 
Paris is Matterhorn, the famous toad 
hunter and bat catcher. His favorite 
hunting ground. is the great Arcueuil 
aqueduct, forty kilometres long, which 
brings the waters vf the Dhuys to 
thirsty Parisians. This is a regular 
place of refuge for bats, which hang by 
thousands to the roof of the long tun- 
nel, digging their sharp claws into its 
rough juttings and looking for all the 
world in the shadows like festoons vf 
cobwebs. There they are, in*colonies of 
forty or fifty, cold and still, waiting for 
Matterhorn to com@ along with his ian- 
tern and iron box and catch them be- 
tween his ready thumb and forefinger. 
The bats make slight resistance, be- 
ing drowsy with sleep, ‘and in a night 
Matterhorn often captures a hundred 
of them or more, and he sells, the bats 
to people who eat them, some from 
necessity, some from cl_vice, for those 
who have tried it avow that the flesh 
of the bat js delicious. It is red and 
somewhat fat, and, fried and served 
wi-h chopped parsley, it is said to equal 
the finest venison in flavor. 

‘“‘Why should not one eat bats?” re- 
c'aimed Matterhorn, in reply to my 
question. ‘The little animals are scru- 
pulously clean and feeds on nothing but 
insects, which is more than can be said 
of many animals that are eaten with 
a relish. I tell you the bat is a mucn 
calumniated creature, although the 
number of people who realize that is 
limited.”’ 

“Then I suppose you sell your bats 
mostly to those who are very poor?’ 

‘“Yes; mostly; although there are 
gourmets who have got beyond popular 
prejudice and pay me a good price per 
dozen.”’ 

“But you don’t live entirely by catch- 
ing bats, do you?” 

“Oh, no; I catch all kinds of animals 
that other people do not want. You'd 
be surprised to know how many kinds 

f animals there are to catch right here 
n Paris. Why, the city if full of rab- 
bits, for instance.” 
“What—wild rabbits?” 

“Why, certainly; they burrow all 
over the cemeteries. Only last year 
two poachers were caught in the Pere 
la Chaise Cemetery, where they were 
working with guns, if you please, there 
was sO much game. They should have 
stuck to snares, and the keepers would 
never have got them. In some of the 
cemeteries there are so many rabbit 
holes that the city authorities have 
had to take measures to get rid of the 
little. animals. We’d save them that 
trouble, if they’d give us a free hand. 
Some people don’t like the idea of eat- 
ing cemetery rabbits, but  pshaw! 
what’s the difference when they’re 
made into a savory stew? Besides, 
who knows what a rabbit eats, any- 
way? 

“Pll tell you another thing you will 
wonder at. I’ve shot ducks in Paris— 
wild ducks—on winter nights, just as 
the day was breaking. When a pinch 
of bitter weather comes on they’re 
driven up the Seine as far as the city, 
but are frightened away by the people 
in the daytime. And gulls come up the 
river, too—flocks of them—but it’s 
queer they never go farther than the 
bridge at the Place de la Concorde, 
and I have always thought it was be- 
cause they were afraid of the owls 
in the ruins of the Cour des Comptes. 
Yes, there are plenty of owls there 
all through the year, and starlings and 
falcons, and also out near the abat- 
toirs. And there are owls in some of 
the old, uninhabited hotels in the Fau- 
bourg Sainte Germain. There is one 
of them that I have tried to catch 
many a time, that is sole tenant at 
an abandoned estate, No. 20 Rue de 
Vernueil. That owl has been there for 
years, and its cries haunt the neighbor- 
hood, so.that children are terrified ana 
old women make signs of the cross as 
they hear them.” 

After this ‘Matterhorn went on to 
talk about the green ‘lizards, which 
abound in Paris, and the glow worms, 
to be found at Montsouris Park and 
the Buttes-Chaumont, and he told how 
he hunts toads for scientists, and oc- 
casionally hunts rats for sport, but he 
does not think much of rat hunting. 
Taking it all in all, the bat,is his fa- 
vorite quarry, and ne said I must 
come with him out to the aqueduct 
some night after the first frost and 
watch him fill: his iron box. | 

“Perhaps we'll come across a white 
bat,” he said. “I haven’t found one in 
four or five years, but they’re there. 
Cunning fellows they are—the white 
bats. At the first glimmer of light they 
start up, and—f-r-r-t!—they are gone. 
There is something uncanny about a 
white bat.” 

As I rose to leave, Matterhorn re- 
marked that he hoped to be able to 
start a restaurant on the Boulevard in 
a few years, which he proposed to call

PEACE REIGNS OVER THE DARK

The Breach in the Republican 
Ranks in the Blue Grass State 
Healed at Last. 


DEBOE NOMINATED SENATOR. 


ALL FACTIONS AGREE TO LEND 
HIM THEIR SUPPORT. * 


Bradley People Brought the Nomi- 
nation About by Playing a 
Waiting Game—His Elec- 
tion Now Assured.

FRANKFORT, April 23.—The breach 
in the Republican ranks was healed to- 
night when the Republican Senato- 
rial caucus, after a long and stormy 
session, nominated Dr. W. J. Deboe as 
the Republican choice for Senator. 
There is every reason tonight to be- 
lieve that he will be elected by the 
State Legislature tomorrow. The nom- 
ination of Deboe was brought about 
by Gov. Bradley and the five Repub- 
licans who bolted after Dr. Hunter 
had been declared the Republican cau- 
cus' nominee. The Bradley faction 
played a waiting game. When the 
Hunter contingent had finally been 
brought together in the support of 
Deboe, the bolters swung into line, 
casting their solid vote for him, car- 
rying the nomination, and a moment 
later Deboe was unanimously declared 
the nominee of the caucus. 

Amid the wild midnight scene that 
followed the nominee was brought be- 
fore the caucus, and made a strong 
speech of thanks. Holt, who, after the 
withdrawal of Hunter, became De- 
boe’s leading opponent, also made a 


felicitous speech. 

W. J. Deboe,.the nominee, is about 
50 years old, a native of Crittenden 
county, where he was a practicing 
county physician for.a number of years. 
His first political prominence was his 
election to the State Senate four years 
‘ago. He is still a member of the State 
Senate. 


All interest during the day had cen- } 


tered in tonight’s caucus, the balloting 
in today’s joint session being purely a 
formal one, owing to the lack of a 
quorum. On the first ballot tonight De- 
boe had 31 ballots and Holt, 16,. Evans, 
3; Lewis, 6; Bennett, 4, and 9 scatter- 
ing; 36 necessary to a choice. 

Those who had expected the five 
former “bolters’’ to accept the chance 
to dictate a nomination, were disap- 


{ pointed, as when Debce got 31 votes 


they did not come to him and name 
him. On the next ballot, Baird voted 
for Deboe, and gave him 32 votes. The 
next ballot was the same. The ballot- 
ing then proceeded without any mate- 
rial change until the twenty-fifth bal- 
lot, when it was agreed that the hind- 
most man on each succeeding. ballot 
should be dropped. This action, which 
was taken on the motion of the bolters, 
soon brought matters to an issue, and 
on the twenty-eighth ballot the bolters 
swung into line for Deboe and effected 
his nomination. :

THE TRANSVAAL PREMIER WISHES 
THEM REDRESSED, 


If War Brenks Out it Will Be the 

. Fault of the Republic—His Re- 

marks Scored by a Member of 
the Parliament.

CAPE TOWN, April 23.—[By At- 
lantic Cable.] In the Cape Parliament 
the debate on the so-called peace mo- 
tion, adjourned on April 16, was re- 


sumed. The motion in question urged 


the adoption of a policy of moderation 
and conciliation in the settlement of 
differences in the interpretation cf 
treaties and conventions. An amend- 
ment was introduced to the effect that 
the ends desired would be best obtained 
by the redress of the genuine griev- 
ances of the Uitlanders: 

Sir J. Golden Sprigg, the Premier, 
said today that the way for the Trans- 
vaal Republic to subdue pthe existing 
excitement was to redress the griev- 
ances of the Uitlanders. He did not 
believe that there would be war, be- 
cause he could not see how it was go- 
ing to arise, though he admitted that 
the building of forts and the importing 
of ammunition and guns was no Way to 
peace. 

Continuing, the Premier asserted that 
the last thing the imperial government 
desired was war, and he added if war 
occurred, it would be the fault of the 
Transvaal. Great Britain was deter- 
mined to maintain the London conven- 
tion, and her position as the paramount 


power in Africa. Transvaal autonomy, 
he asserted, was not worth a years 


purchase without the protection of 

Mr. Sawyer condemned the &ttitude 
of the Premier and suggested arbitra- 
tion, adding that if Great Britain used 
force it would mean civil war. 

W. P. Schreiner, the former Attorney-

A CLOSE. CALL. 


A PISTOL BULLET BARELY MISSES 
A WOMAN'S HEAD.

A Man Who Gave His Name as 
Thomas Sanchez Fites Through 
a Window at an Inmate of a 
Crib in Bauer Alley. 


About midnight last night a Mexican 
who gave his name as Thomas San- 
chez, and said he was a rancher from 
Santa Fé Springs, was arrested by Po- 
lice Officer Sawyer and. placed. in the, 
City Jail on a charge of assault with 
a deadly weapon. 4 

Sanchez was taking in the sights in 
Whitechapel last night, and after hav- 
ing several wordy encounters with 
various inmates of the cribs, stopped 
in front of a crib on Bauer alley, oc- 
cupied by Nellie Stone, or Stuart, as 
she is sometimes called. After He had 
stood for some timé-in frorit of the 
window in which shé was sitting, she 
told him to. move on, calling him a 
‘greaser, and other uncomplimentary 
epithets. 

Sanchez made a, movement toward his 
hip pocket, and the woman turned to 
run into the room in rear. Before 
she reached the door, however, Sanchez 
fired a shot at her, striking the blind. 
The bullet ranged upward and lodged 
in the partition between the two rooms 


at a height of about five and one-half |, 


feet from the floor. The wornan’s head 
was not a foot from the path of the 
leaden missile, and she was so fright- 
ened that she ran out the back, door 
and on up the street for some distance. 

Officer Sawyer happened to be stand- 
ing near by, and ran toward the sound 
of the shot, meeting the Mexican on 
the way. Sanchez'started to draw his 
gun on the officer; but Sawyer got the 
drop On him, and told him if he made 
& move he would be shot. The Mexi- 
can accordingly surrendered himself, 
and was taken to the Police Station 
in the patrol wagon. — | 

Several dollars were found in his 
pockets, and ona letter which was 
taken from him was the name Thomas 
Colima, and the address, Los Nietos. 
This was thought by the officers to 
be the man’s real name. The revolver 
with which he fired the shot is an old- 
style Colt, 44-caliber. All of the 
chambers except one were full, one 
containing an empty. shell. - 

When asked at the station why he 
fired the shot, Sanchez said the woman 
‘had thrown dirty water in his face 
and eyes, and he had shot at her in 
rétaliation. He was very much sur- 
prised at his arrest, and said he did 
not think a man should be called: to 
account for sucha little thing as shoot- 
ing at a woman, especially if he did 
not hit her. :

BOY HORSE-THIEVES. 


TWO ROYS ARRESTED AND HELD 
| ON A SERIOUS CHARGE, 


Found ‘with a Horse in Their Pos- 

session Which Was Stolen from 

Mrs. B. H. Harbert Last Tuesday. 
One Boy Confesses. 


Two boys, about 10 and 12 years old, 
respectively, are locked in the City Jail 
and a ‘charge of grand larceny is op- 
posite their names ort the clerk’s regis- 
ter. 

Last Tuesday Mrs. Harbert, the wife 
of B. H. Harbert, who lives about 
ihree miles from Jefferson’ street on 
New Main street, drove into town with 
a single rig, and hitched her horse to 
a tree.on Los Angéles street, just be- 
low Sixth street. About 4 o’clock in the

Harbert, the man who owned the 
horse, accompanied the youngsters to 
the station and identified the horse and 
the bridle which was on it when young 
Harbert found it. Harbert was. in- 
clinéd to be very indignant over the 
matter, as his wife had been compelled 
to walk home, a distance of six miles. 
Freeburg wore a cape overcoat when 
arrested, and when searched was dis- 
covered to have a pair of light stir- 
rups and several brass hose nozzles 
concealed on his person. 

Freeburg was locked up at once, and 
the Lenart boy went with an officer 
and Harbert to show them where his 
youthful pal had taken the buggy and 
harness and Kept the horse. .The boy 
said that Freeburg had stolen hay on 
which to feed the animal. The buggy 
was found concealed in a shed on San- 
chez street, in Chinatown, but the har- 
ness could not be discovered. The offi- 
cers at the Police Station say the Len- 
art boy has been in jail recently for a 
petty offense.

As the guard of honor to the Queen, 
the Americus Club of Pasadena, was 
one of the most striking features of 
floral day. The famous marching club 
is even more perfect now than it was 
last.fall, when its wonderful training 
filled all Southern California with ad 
miration. 

It was nearly 3 o’clock before ne 
an 
Grand Marshal Madison ‘T. Owens, 
with his aides, Col. William O. Welsh, 
Col. W. G hreiber and Maj. J. _D 
Fredericks, came across the inclosure 
to the throne, followed .by Division 
Marshal Solano, with his aides, Sergt. 
Fiske. Sergt. Bogalsky. Corp. Martin 
and four troopers of the National 
Guard. 

The Pasadena Band preceded the 
Americus Club, as it marched straight 
up from the gates, an imposing band 
in its uniform of white, with hars 
and stripes of gold. The white caps 
were ornamented with gold bands set 
thick with yeHow marguverites, and 
the officers’ epaulets were ¢f yellow 
marguerites. The men all wore yellow 
leggings, and carried lances with small 
silk national flags. The officers of the 
battalion are: Major, N. 8S.

The car- 
riages of the court ladies were deco- 
rated, as usual, in pampas plumes, with 
floating streamers. of delicately-tinted 
ribbon. 

After the royal cavalcade had swept 
around the field, it halted in the center, 
while the Americus Club counter- 
marched in double files, spaced, and. 
closed up in front on either side, with

the waist was finished with a yoke of 
yellow satin ruffles and jewels. A 
jacket. effect was produced with the 
satin covered with white, guipure lace, 
edged with pearls and studded with 
yellow stones. 
Her. Majesty’s wrap, which was car- 
ried by one of the gentlemen-in-wait- 
ing, was a graceful cape of white bro- 
caded: satin lined with plain white satin 
and finished with a flaring collar of 
white ostrich feathers, beneath which 
was:a ruche of white chiffon caught at 
the back with a large bow of white 
satin ribbon. The front was also fin- 
ished with the ostrich feathers. 

Her maids of honor followed two by 


their picture hats and frocks, and sa- 
luted Her Majesty with the usual deep 
curtseys as they came before the throne 
and grouped themselves on either side. 

As soon as the court was established 
the Americus Club interflled, forming 
an open square, closed in, and marched 
by platoons to the north end of the 
arena, with the band in the lead. Thun- 
ders of applause followed ‘the perfect 
evolutions of this superbly-drilled bat- 
talion, which executed evéry movement 
with a precision only to be obtained by 
long training. After a full circuit of 
the field by platoons, the battalion 
pivoted in squares of four deep and 
four abreast, and marched through the 
aisle made by the first platoon, form- 
ing to the right and left with crossed 
lances before the throne. 

Under this arch then came Max Mey- 
berg, founder of La Fiesta, accompa- 
nied by the flesta committees of 1894, 
1895 and 1896, and about fifty of the 
leading merchants of Los Angeles. In 
this gocdly company was borne the 
magnificent fiesta banner, a splendid af- 
fair of heavy satin, with fool’s masks 
and long trumpets appliqued upon a 
field of green, across which was em- 
broidered in letters of gold, ‘“‘La Fiesta 
de,Los Angeles.” The banner and 
streamers ‘of satin ribbon were in the 
fiesta colors, the softened shades of the 
wine, olive and orange blending with 
exquisitely rich effect. 

Mr. Meyberg saluted the Queen, and 
then, on behalf of the three commit- 
tees, offered for Her Majesty’s accept- 
ance a superb floral piece, a large pic- 
ture embossed in pink and white sweet 
peas and pink roses, framed with lav- 
ender sweet peas and callas.

W. J. Reeves and Albert L. Stephens 
also rode a tandem. The color scheme 
was white and pink, and this through- 
out was executed with rose buds. The 
pink predominated, and against this 
the white suits stood in unique and 
exquisite bas relief. Their gilded slip- 
pers, too, glinted in the sunlight, and 
but a gleam of gold to the already rich 


design. 
Between the black flecked golden 
wings of an enormous butterfly rode 
Mrs. Harry Hugunin. The wings, out- 
stretched as though in flight, were 
made of yellow satin richly spotted 
with black velvet ribbons.

This news leads to an inquiry as to 
Why it: is that Los Angeles cannot 
have a smelter, of which so much has 
been: said during the last half-dozen 
years.or mora The framework of a 
smelter already stands on the other 
side of the river, and has been there 
for four years, but that is as far as 
the. enterprise has gone. 

The situation in regard to a supply 
of ore for a custom smelter is much 
more favorable today than it was four 
years ago. During that period there 
has been a notable development of the 
mineral resources of the. entire south- 
western section, including the Colo- 
rado River district, on both sides of the 
-river, the Colorado Desert mines in the 
neighborhood of Indio, the gold mines 


in the Perris country, and the Mojave. 


Desert region, including Randsburg. In 
these various mining sections there is 
included a great variety of ores, with 
the necessary fluxes, so that’ there 
would be no trouble ‘about keeping a 
smelter of considerable size busy all the 
year round. In addition to the sections 
above named, much ore would undoubt- 


edly be imported from below the line, 


in Sonora, and. Lower California, . by 
} vessels, which ores now have to be sent 
a long way for reduction. 

In regard to the question of fuel, Los 
Angeles has also undergone quite a 
change since the former smelter enter- 
prise was started four years ago. We 
now have plenty of crude oil, which 
may be purchased at an equivalent of 
less than $5 a ton for coal. Oil has 
been successfully used for the reductian 
of ore in the East. 

The construction of custom smelter 
of good capacity would not be such a 
very expensive undertaking. Why do 
not some of our enterprising capitalists 
club together and start this enterprise, 
which would be of great benefit to 
the. city, not only directly, by putting 
a large amount of money in circula- 
tion, but also indirectly, by diverting 
‘toward Los Angeles much trade which 
now goes elsewhere.

Francis Stewart, a Deaf Mute,.Killed 
by a Train. 


Correspondence.] Francis Stewart, a 
deaf mute, of this city, was struck by 
a. train while walking on the Southern 
Pacific track near Cerritos station, this 
morning and. received injuries which 
proved fatal. 

At 8:15 a.m., When within about seven 
miles of San Pedro, Engineer Ortez. of 
a freight -train en route here from Los 
Angeles, saw a man walking along the 
track, outside of the rails, same dis- 
tance ah . He sounded a warning 
whistle, but the pedestrian made no 
| motion to get out of the way. -When it 
became apparent that he either failed 
to hear the approaching train or was 
d erately unmindful of it, the air- 
b s were applied, but the momentum 
of the long train was such that the 
locomotive could not be stopped before 
it was upon the man, who proved tobe 
Stewart, a deaf mute. 

The unfortunate fellow was struck on 
the right side and thrown about seven 
feet, falling outside the rails, so his 
body was not mangled. When picked 
up by Conductor Kinney and two 
brakemen he was still alive, but un- 
conscious. They carried him‘ into the 
passenger coach at the rear of the 
train, and when- Wilmington gwas 
reached a telegram was sent to Dr. 
Weldon, here, to meet the train at San 
Pedro. 

When the train arrived here Dr. Wel- 
don was on hand and had the injured 
man removed to his (Stewart’s) home, 
A heart-breaking -scene ensued when 
Mrs. Cormack (Stewart’s mother) saw 
her son borne into the house in a dying 
condition. He was injured internally 
and never recovered consciousness. He 
lingered only about two hours after be- 
ing struck. 

Stewart was in his twenty-fifth year, 
and although deaf and dumb, was 
bright and active and well thought of 
rere. The Coroner has been notified 
and is expected to arrive some time to- 
morrow to hold an inquest. 
attaches to the engineer, as he gave the 
usual warning and apparently did 
everything in his power ‘to avoid the 
accident. 

While the sad event is generally 1a- 
ménted, it seems to be the unanimous 
opinion that Stewart himself is to 
blame for walking en the track, know- 
ing his infirmity.

The Water War Results in but Slight 
Skirmishes and No Blood. 

POMONA, April 23.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.]
